" COMINO TO A HEAD. 



Tho Chinese Question will come up 
for debate in the Lower House of Con- 
gi'ess to-day. It will be introduced in 
the form of a bill restricting Chinese 
rimmigration to fifteen persona on any 
one ship , entering an Anjerican port. 
There is every probability of the mat- 
ter being thoroughly discussed and 
'" ventilated, and it is expected that Gar- 
- FIELD will nialco a rery cogent and 
brilliant speech on tho subject. The 
San Francisco Bulletin says:— "There 
T?as' a disposition to consider protection 
' from cheap labor a novel demand — 
' Bomething that liad never been heard 
of before, and something that could not 
be tolerated. It must certainly bo re- 
garded as one of the marvels of tho 
-times that the section of conntry-in 
which these ideas -were general should 
have' been so utterly oblivious of what 
r had been done for it in precisely the 
' same direction. Tlio parties who pro- 
fessed to bclievo that the American la- 
borer could not be protected from the 
''-competition of cheap Asiatic labor, arc 
now enjoying the benefits of 'the most 
gigantic, far-reaching and soarcliing 
.system of protection, resting on pre- 
cisely the same basis, that has ever 
been devised. Tho tarill' which is now 
in foi'ce, and which may be pronounced 
the most exclusive that has ever been 
drafted, reposes upon no other founda- 
tion than that on whicli the Chinese 
question stand.s. It was conceived, 
elaborated and enacted for the sole 
purpose of protecting American labor 
from tho competition of the "pauper 
labor" of Europe. There is no other 
argument that has ever been hoard of, 
that has or can be urged in favor of 
the industrial policy which we liave 
been so long pursuing. It is tho whole 
burden of the song and the foundation 
of the edifice. A tariff running all tho 
way from 30 to 100 per cent has been 
' imposed to protect the American miner 
'"from tho competition of the ' English 
miner in Cornwall; to protect the 
American silk weaver from tho compe- 
tition of the like artizan in Lyons, and 
to protect tiio American mechanic and 
laborer in at least 1,000 forms of other 
employment. In the great majority of 
cases the Government derives no bene- 
' fit whatever from this colossal prohi- 
bition. Tho price of the native article 
is raised by the amount of the tax 
levied. The additional price goes into 
the pockets of tlio manufacturers and 
is supposed to be disiributed by them 
among artizans and laborers. Certain 
it is that if protnction was proposed 
alone for the benefit of capitalists it 
would never have been adopted. To 
insure the success of this protection 
of American labor from the 
"pauper labor" of Europe, an 
army of civil servants is kept 
up at tho public expense. This army 
exceeds by several thousands the em- 
ployees of any Power in tho world, 
though we are supposed to bo main- 
taining a Republican GovernniRnt, 
which is, or ought to be, distinguish- 
able from the nionarchial form in noth- 
ipg so much as its simplicity and cheap- 
ness. But while all this is done for 
the protection of labor on the other 
side, the proposition to protect labor on 
the Pacific Coast from the competition 
of the oheap labor of Asia, was at first 
met with something like positive de- 
rision. Then we hear a great deal of 
the universal brotherhood of man, and 
other generalities supposed to he appli- 
cable to tho case. But there was a 
dense forgetfulness of this great truth 
■ when the tariff was under considera- 
tion. Probably it was supposed not to 
extend to the Cornish miner, or the 
Lyons silk weaver, or the Manchester 
cotton spinner. It would seem that we 
are only brothers with the heathen, non- 
assimilable Asiatic. In the whole course 
of our history there never was a more 
glaring instance of short-sightedness 
and injustice of one section of the Re- 
public toward another than that at first 
manifested by the East toward the Pa- 
cific Coast in tho matter of JMongolian 
immigration. Kept above the^compp- 
tition of European labor by a tariff 
, prohibitory nearly in tho whole field of 
labor, and meant to be, it seemed for a 
while to be held that the small demand 
; of . the Pacific Coast to be protected 
• against, a still lower form of labor com- 
petition could not be granted. This 
was not tho treatment which one part 
of the Union .should extend to the 
other. If the East had no protection 
at all for its labor, there would be 
some logical consistency in the attitude 
assumed by some of the organs of pub- 
lic opinion. But Congress will have an 
opportunity to remedy this great 
wrong. It will be competent for it to 
lay down tho rule that if tho East is 
entitled to protection from tho "pauper 
" labor" of Europe, the West has a valid 
claim to be protected from the still 
rmore .degraded labor of Asia.".

Ho left it for London, wlipre ho 
was warmly befriended by the Into 
most eccentric and boncvolont Henry 
Drummond, M.P. (father of the present 
Duchess of Nortluimborlaiul), whom In; 
had known Jit Roma. He then changed 
to Protestantism (Mr. Drunimond was 
|a 'prdphbf among tho Irviugites), and 
studied under Simeon, the famous Cam- 
bridge preaclior. Tiien lie .set forth as 
a missionary in the East. In 182G he 
niarried Lady Gcorgiaiia "Walpolo, 
daughter of the Earl of O.xford, and 
they started for the East, slie sharing 
his liardsliips and labors. At Klioras- 
san he was enslaved, but liberated by 
Abbas Mirza. On his missionary en- 
terprise he visited Bokhara, Cabul, and 
Cashmere. Thence lo Calcutta, Tiime- 
velly, Goa, Bombay, Egypt and Abys- 
sinia. Thence to Sanaa, in Yemen, 
whore he visited tho Rechabites and 
Wahabites. Then he returned to Bom- 
bay, and came thence to tho United 
States, where he was ordained deacon 
by tho Bishop of New Jersey, and 
preached before Congress. In 18-15 he 
was made Vicar of Isle Urewers, Som- 
ersetshire, where ho died vciy poor — 
for he was an ab.solutely unselfish be- 
ing, intent only on his missionary work 
— in 1802, leaving a very noble repu- 
tation. Sir Francis Palgrave, father 
of tlie now Consul-General to Bulgaria, 
was born in 1 788, the son of Meyer 
Cohen, a Jewish London stock broker, 
who, after having been very rich, 
failed, and his son had to earn a liv- 
ing. Early devoted to literary and an- 
tic[uarian pursuits, he became kuo^vn 
to Sir Walter Scott, Lord Spencer, and 
other Bibliophiles, who held him in the 
highest esteem, and in 1838 was ap- 
pointed DcjHity-Kcoper of the Public 
Records. lie subsetiueutly published 
a number of historical works of high 
repute, and was a leading contributor 
to the Edinburgh and Quarterly Re- 
views. The "Hand-book of Northern 
Italy" and "History of Normandy and 
England" also came from his pen. Ho 
was a valuttd member of the Royal 
Society, and the valued friend of the 
leading minds of the dayj among them 
of Baron Alderson, father of the pres- 
ent Lady Salisbury, whose homo was a 
favorite resort of tho most accomplished 
men in I.,ondon. Sir Francis took the 
name of Palgrave from a relative of 
his wife. His son William is rcgtirdcd 
as very peculiar but very able, and as 
an Oriental scholar is probably not sur- 
passed." -England is likely to be as well 
served by these gentlemen as slie usual- 
ly is by her public servants, and that 
is saying much. 

Standing by His Friend. — ^Yester- 
day morning some boys found a man 
lying in a snow drift on Chene street, 
and so nearly frozen to death that he 
could not speak.

A whoio band of robbers wore verj- 
neatly trapped in La Corlina, Spain, by 
the bravery of a girl of thirteen, who 
has become the heroine of her neigh- 
borhood. She is a daughter of a far- 
mer n^ni^ Feuras, and is called Cara- 
minta. The family consists of the hus- 
band, wife and daughter. Tiio farmer 
sold some cattle for §1,500 and had tho 
money in the house After the farmer 
had gone out with the work people, a 
couple of strangers approached the 
house — a man, travel-stained, support- 
ing a woman who seemed unable to 
walk any further. Tho man told tho 
fanner's wife that ho was going to a 
distant village with his wife, and she, 
being ill, had broken down on tho way. 
He asked j)ermission for tho sick wo- 
man to enter the house and rest while 
he went to find a conveyance to enable 
them to continue their journey. Per- 
mission was granted, the woman taken 
in and the man left. The woman par- 
took of some refroahnients, and tho 
mother and daughter went on with 
their work. • Very soon Caramtnta dis- 
covered that thoir guest had on a pair 
of pantaloons under the gown. She 
communicated the fact to her mother 
unobserved by the visitor, and tho two 
managed to slip into another room and 
lock tho door. Tho visitor, left alcnc 
and knowing that his character had 
been discovered, threw ofT his disguise 
and ordered tho women to open tho 
door or die. The door was not opened 
and the robber began to cut through 
M-ith a largo knife. At length he hack- 
ed a hole big enough for his body, and 
he began to ,crawl through it The 
woman fainted and foil on tho floor. 
The brave girl seized her. father's gun, 
which was in the room, heavily charged 
with buck-shot, placed the muzzle 
against the side of tlio man, now half- 
way through tho hole and unable to 
get either backward or forward, and 
[Hilled the trigger. There was an in- 
stantly dead man and a loud report 
The other robber, lurking in the neigh- 
borhood, linanl the shot and returned 
to tho house to find his comrade's body 
plugging tho hole in the door and hang- 
ing tliere. Before he could remove tho 
body, which was held in the opening by 
the girl, and enter tho room where the 
mother and daughter were, the farmer 
came with a force sufficient to capture 
the other robber. They theii sent for 
the police to take charge of the living 
i-obber nntl the corpse. On the person 
of the dead robber they found two pis- 
tols, a poniard and a whistle. The 
whistle was a treasure now, as doubt- 
less more robbers were within its call. 
The police sounded tho whistle and 
concealed tliomsolves in the house to 
await results. The shrill call brought 
four men into the house, where they 
were caged and ironed and oil five 
mftrehed to jail in good order and tho 
dead robber buried. Little black-9yed 
C'araminta saved her own and her mo- 
ther's life and her father's money, made 
six robbers fewer in Spain and hersolf 
the heroine of La Corlina. 

The Cossack and iiis Horse — A 
German almanac for 1878 contains a 
notable story of Cossack ingenuity. 
During the late war a Cossack rode up 
to tho door of a little inn at Braile, 
dismounted, drank a succession of 
glasses of brandy, and then made a 
show of remounting his horse. The 
landlord reminded him that he had not 
paid for his drink. The Cossack with 
a heavy sigh drew out' his huge dirty 
purse and began fumbling for a coin, 
when his horso gave a sudden snort, 
and fell to the ground, Tho Cossack 
was in despair; he did everything he 
could to raise the boast upon its legs, 
but all was in vain. "Ho is dead! he 
is dead," cried out in a chorus a num- 
ber of bystandens, who had been at- 
tracted to the spot by tho accident 
The poor Cossack would not believe it. 
The crowd, knowing that a Cossack's 
horse is his own property, and that tho 
lo.ss of tho animal would be a terrible 
blow to his owner, began to make a 
collection in order to mitigate his 
sud'eriiigs as far as possible. Even the 
landlord was touched, forgot his bill, 
and presented the bereaved man with 
another glass of brandy, refusing any 
pay. The Cossack lifted up his saddle, 
slung his lance over his shoulder, drop- 
ped a farewell tear over the faithful 
beast, and walked sorrowfully away. 
When he was about a thousand paces 
distant, he suddenly stopped, turned 
round and gave a shrill whistle. At 
the sound of the well known signal, the 
horse s])rang up, neighed a friendly 
answer and darted oft with lightning 
like speed to his grinning owner. The 
Cossack was soon on his back, mcking 
significant symbols of thanks to tho as- 
sembled crowd for their generosity and 
sympathy. In a few minutes he was 
out of sight and the landlord of the 
krotschma was loudly registering his 
vow that he would never again trust a 
Cossack.

FoRt'EoBiifsoN, Neb., Jan. 22.— 
The Cheyenne Indian campaign has 
closed. On Monday Col. Evans with 
companies B and D, 3d cavalry, found 
the renegades in a cliff four miles 
north of tho stage road. Tliey effected 
an escape and moved toward tho Red 
Cloud agency. Capt. Wessels, whose 
scouts conveyed this news to him, 
started on their trail with four com- 
panies of cavalry, and at noon to-day 
he camo up with them somt) forty-five 
miles from this post The work of 
capturing t^m,,oithe!r. ;d(5ad or alive 
began in dcadearnesK Nine Cheyennes 
all of them wounded, were captured, 
twenty-tbreo killetl and seventeen un- 
accounted for. It is su]>jiosed that 
some died of their wounds and others 
.escaped Capt Wesseia wjvs, slightly 
.^.punded,; , the first sergeant of Co. £ 
and an Indian scout 'were wounded ; 
three of Wcssel's command, sergeant, 
farrier and one private, killed. 

Fort Robinson, Jan. 2-1. — Those 
killed by Indians in the recent encoun- 
ter are Sergeant Taggart, Farrier 
Brpwa and Private Nelson, of Co. L, 
3d cavalry. Sergeant Ambrose, of Co. 
T, and tho Indian scout Woman's 
Dress were wounded severely. Onpt. 
Wessells was slightly wounded. 

Later — Cant Wcssill.-.' command 
urnved in camp this afternoon bringing 
tho dead bodies of Sergeant Taggart, 
Privates BrowU; Nelson and Dcbloise, 
the latter having died -on - the road; 
also tho wounded, and seven Cheyennes 
prisoners, three squaws and four chil- 
dren, of whom three are woui\ded. Of 
the nine captured, ohc bm-k and one 
squaw died before reaching hore. 'J'lioy 
were carefully searched and but two 
small knives found. Capt. Wessells' 
wound is very slight, and those of Ser- 
geants Ambrose and Reed, and Wo- 
man's Dress, (Indian scout), not dan- 
gerous. The board meets at this post 
to-morrow to make an investigation 
into the whole affair. It is composed 
of Major Evans, 3d caval}-y, and Lieut. 
Schuyler, aide-de-camp to Gen. Crook. 
The Indians now here arc under strong 
guard and will bn taken to Fort Lea- 
venworth. Private Hautz, Co. H, 3d 
cavalry, who wn.s wounded the day 
after tho outbreak, died in tho hospital 
to-day. 

A Rich Tramp. — An old man nii- 
plied for lodgings in tho lock-up on 
Tuesday last, and in accordanco with 
the regulations was admitted. The 
first proceeding in such cases is to 
search the applicants, to nscertuin tjiat 
there is neither money nor contraband 
goods about their persons. This Con- 
stable Moulton did, and was astounded 
at what ho discovered. In an inside 
pocket of his vest tho old man had 
one roll of American bills amounting 
to SCO, another roll of $50, and si.K- 
teen half sovereigns. In another poc- 
ket, wore a one^dollar and two two-dol- 
lar billsj and a ten-dollar gi-een-back. 
All of this was taken possession of, and 
tho man was left alone for a short 
time, but afterwards Chief Constable 
Acton went With Constable Moulton, 
and mined the old man again, striking 
a rich vein on tho back of his neck, 
where twenty golden sovereigns were 
found safely hidden in a piece of linen, 
stitched in a handkerchief, and the 
whole covered with a mufllcr. §3.30 
in silver was also found in diflerent 
parts of his clothes. The old man did 
not look like the tramps generally. He 
was comfortably clad, and had a good 
pair of shoes on his feet - -He said he 
had earned every cent of the money, 
and was going through the country 
getting a fres meal or a bed when he 
CQuld, or paying his way when nothing 
gratuitous offered. He stated that ho 
had last worked at Forest Station, 
Maine, for Shaw Bros., in a tannery, 
and gave' his name first as 'James Mc- 
Carty, but afterwards as Denis Mur- 
phy. He was fined §25 and costs, 
and sentenced to thirty days in gaol. 
The balance of his money, after paying 
his fine and costs, amounted to $23'!. 83 
and was given'in charge of the gaoler 
at Brockville, the constable taking a re- 
ceipt for it. 

Colonel Gosiien Heard From. — 
Colonel Ruth Goshen, the giant who 
has been exhibited by Barnum and 
other showmen in this and other coun- 
trie.s, has begun proceedings for a di- 
vorce. . In. 1862 he .lyent "to live in 
Mra Augusta Matt'ice^s boarding- 
house in Delanc»y street ' Mrs. Mat- 
tico was a widow, and after Goshen 
had been living there a time she bo- 
came engaged to marry him. After 
the wedding she accompanied him on 
his trips, and three years ago travelled 
through Europe with him and Donald 
McKay's Warm Spring Indians. They 
afterwards went to Jerusalem, where 
Goshen is well known. A year ago 
when Goshen was living on his farm at 
Clyde Station, N.J. he made an en- 
gagement for a tour through the West. 
His wife refused to accompany him, he 
says, saying she was tired of travelling. 
Ho left her on the fai-m with their two 
adopted children, the key of the safe in 
which he kept his bonds, and a man 
named J. W. Sweet, who Goshen says 
is the divorced husband of a circus ri- 
der. Goshen says that when he got 
hohieg he found ■thiti!hi8i\Stifa:had' taken 
$10,000. in, money ;and bonils from the 
safe and had. gone. Sweet had gone 
too. He says also that about three 
weeks ago his wife and Sweet took 
from his farm while he was away a 
horse and wagon and an educated goat 
that could read- itnd -write- and was 
worth S'1,000.

ductor to report at certain telegraph 
stations for orders, there are some- 
times accidents occurring through in- 
ability to reach a moving train in time, 
as in tho case of a runaway locomotive 
pas^ng a Station at lightning speed on 
a track wliere aii ' incoming train is 
moving along confidently, with the 
"right-of-way" order received from the 
jircvious station; in such a case, with 
tho present appliances, it is impassible 
to prevent a collision; but with the iu- 
yention.qlaimed by. the<new discoverer, 
arid'on the application of well-known 
natural laws, a message can bo convey- 
ed to the conductor of tho imperilled 
train, away from a telegraph station 
and in such unmistakable terms that 
he will instantly .seek safety with his 
precious cargo by returning to the 
nearest side-track. It is claiinetl that 
the tests have been made to tbe isatis- 
faction of scientific men, but, for ob- 
vious reasons, the manner of perform- 
ing this ex;traordinary feat is kept se- 
cret until security is obtained by letters 
patent that the inventor will derive 
the advantages of his discovery. Since 
Edison has convinced us that the 
sound of the htfman 'voice dan be dis- 
tinctly carried for hundreds of miles, 
and delivcix'd clearly to persons' at tho 
other end of tho line, we have no right 
to say that this new discovery — a stej) 
bcj'ond his — is not al.'^o feasible.
